Remarks 

1 . The title of the invention was changed to better reflect the invention. See e.g. 
Claim 1 ("A method of fabricating a heat exchanger ..."); CfU.S. Pat. 6,964,296 (parent 
application entitled "Heat Exchanger."). 

2. The statement of priority was amended to reflect the issuance of the parent 
application. 

3. Applicant's arguments in the response dated September 19, 2005, have been 
found persuasive. 
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4. While DE 852,249 discloses a similar heat exchanger assembly, wherein the 
tube runs extend a short distance out of the plate fin slots, the method for fabricating the 
assembly is different. The Altavista English translation indicates that the assembly is 
dipped in a tin bath, rather than using a brazing oven to conduct brazing. The use of a 
supporting surface for conducting brazing corresponds to brazing in a brazing oven, 
allowing the "fins to settle under gravitational forces onto said tube runs." See 
Specification, page 12, line 9-16. Thus, the reference does not teach steps d) and e) of 
claim 1 , steps b) through d) of claim 8, nor steps b) and c) of claim 12.
